AN OFFENSIVE NEGKO DIS- 
CHARGED. 


JUSTICE AT LAST VINDICATED. 


It will be remembered two or 
three years ago Jack Clemmons, 
a negro democrat, was messenger 
to L. Q. C. Lamar, the Secretary 
of the Interior. Clemmons was 
what other méseengers called, a 
pimp, and was very distasteful in 
the eyes of the more iatelligent and 
respectable colored employes of 
the Interior Department.

INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 


WHAT IS BEING DONE AT HOWARD UNI- 
VERSITY . 


According to invitation I paid a visit to 
the judustrial departm of the Howard 


Dniversity. Being more interested in the 


wood working shop I gave it my particu- 
lar attention. [In commencing I will say 
that the branches tiught in the indust-ial 
deparzment are tin and shect iron Work 
painting, shoemaking, tailoring and wood 
work. The industrial hall is admirably 
adapted for the work the school is able to 
do at present, although the work is far 
below the cesire of its instructors and 
friends. 

In the wood working shop there are 
facilities for instrueting tw :nty or more 
students at one time but only six were in 
attendance. Tiiey were doiug very good 
work, engaged in making drawing boards 
preparatory to the organization of a 
drawing class. The benches were well 
supplied with tools, and kept clean, tidy 
and in their places. Black board drawing 
seems to be well attendedto, around the 
shop the black boards were filled with 
exccllent drawings of work to be _per- 
formed by the pupils. ‘‘he drawings were 
executed by the pupils and showed mark 
skill on their part as well asthe efficient 
work of the instructor, There was a class 
in printfng in operation, The other class- 
es were not inattendance. - 
The industrial department receives an 
anual appropriation from congress to car- 
ry on thjs special work, It is dving all 
it can with the small appropritaion and 
the class of young men it has at its com- 
mand. The young men are taken 
from the several departments of the 
college. This special department has 
no classes in mechanics,drawiogs etc. 
neither is it arequisite for admission in 
the preparatory department ot the col- 
lege. The prevailing idea is to e able 
thos’ who take advantage of the industri- 
al department on leaving the institution 
to earn a livelihood while struggling in 
theirup hill efforts in pursueing their 
professions. 

With a forging shopand a small plant 
in the shape of a small steam e gine to 
run a wood lathe, an iron latbe; a pliner, 
a drill press and the priuting press and 
the necessary tools fora machine shop, 
the departinent could be run very sucess- 
fully. But with all their appliances it 
needs young men whodesire to become 
skilled mechanics, foremen of factories 
and engineers to attend. It also needs 
special instruction in drawing both me- 
chanica! and free-hand, metry, plane 
frigenometry and natural philosphy. The 
gsneral idea should be not to teach trades 
although as a noted president of an eas- 
tern college siys “Ifa young man wants 
to learn a trade and the school has the 
facilities to t:ach him it why notdo it”. 
But to give the young a general idea of 
the use of the to»ls in the several trades. 
That there is a need of such a school in this 
cjty there is no deubt and for such a 
class of young men who would attend the 
Howard University. This school wo'ld 
be a preparatory department ofa Polyte- 
chirie school such a school ought to be 
a part of eyery college that is partly sus- 
tained by government. The first college 
to enter the ficld with such a school will 
have the thanks as well as the _—
